The democratic convention to nom­ 
inate a candidate for 
congress to

Richmond» will be held in Cambridge 
City June 7, the day preceding the 
Republican convention, which will be 
held in this city. 
At a meeting of the district chair­ 
men here this afternoon the original 
date as set by the state committee 
was retained, 
but the 
place was 
changed. The convention was origin­ 
ally set for Rushville, but the ma­ 
jority of the county chairmen ob­ 
jected to holding the convention here, 
holding that

more accessible, and acting on a ma­ 
jority rule District Chairman W il­ 
ier S. Chambers of Newcastle, sent 
the convention to Cambridge City. 
State Chairman Korbly attended 
the meeting here this afternoon.

through the towns of Hebron, Kouts, 
Lowell, Crown Point, 
Cedar Lake 
and Shelby, 
killing three men, 
two 
women, a girl and a boy, 
injuring 
forty-five and doing untold damage 
to buildings and crops. 
Another tornado of almost equal 
velocity swooped 
down 
upon 
the 
southern part of the state, starting 
evidently in the 
vicinity 
of Black 
Hawk, south of Terre Haute, where 
two were killed, passing high above 
adjoining counties until it struck the 
earth again at Clear Creek, south of 
Bloomington, and 
then 
traveling 
.eastward to Jennings Coupty, where 
property was damaged to the extent 
of $100,000. 
Heibron and Kouts suffered most, 
the storm proving 
the most disas­ 
trous in the history of this section. 
These towns lay directly in the path 
of the tornado and the greater part 
of the residence districts were wiped 
out. 
According 
to 
survivors 
the 
cyclonic cloud seemed to strike the 
ground a short distance west of He­ 
bron and swept away buildings 
on 
several farms before destroying the 
entire west side of the town. 
The tornado was felt over a ter­ 
ritory twenty, by 
five 
miles in -the 
Kankakee Biver region. Great num­ 
bers of dead live stock 
lie strewn 
about the fields in the path of the 
twister with 
debris 
from 
houses, 
barns, fences and tree«. 
A number 
of narrow escapes from death were 
reported.

THE CONSUMERS 


Senate Finance Committee Lifting 
Burden From Manufacturers by 
Changes Being Made. 


TAKES OFF GROSS SALES TAX 


Loss in Automobile Item Alone Will 
be $80,000,000—Would Put 
Tax on the Owner. 
( By United Press.)

Washington, 
May ‘28.—The con- 
' sumer will bear the burden under the 
I government’s 
great 
$1,800,000,000 
revenue 
bill if the senate 
finance 
committee pursues its present course, 


i 
Under the 
committee’s 
plan the 
m anufacturer will be relieved of the 
taxes on gross sales which were in- 


j eluded in the house measure and the 
taxes placed on the purchaser as far 
j as possible. 
This 
became evident 
today when the committee took out 
| of the bill the five per cent tax on 
| automobile manufacturers. 
The action was taken because the 
committee does not approve of the 
! principle of gToss sales tax. 
This 
indicates that sale taxes on other 
manufacturers provided in the meas­ 
ure—musical# 
instruments, 
motion 
picture films, jewelry, pleasure boats 
and other goods—will also be elim­ 
inated. 
The loss in revenue resulting from 
the elimination of the automobile tax 
will reach $80,000,000. As a substi­ 
tute for it there will be a license tax 
on the automobile owner. 
The committee today also struck 
out the tax on incomes ranging from 
ten per cent on those over $45,000 to 
45 per cent on those over $1,000,000. 
The tax of 16 per cent on excess 
business profits was modified so as 
to apply only to profits attributable 


to the commercial demands created 
by the war. 
The house retroactive tax on in­ 
comes for 1916 was eliminated. 
The increase of the postage rate 
on newspapers and other periodicals 
was eliminated and in lieu thereof 
the committee decided to impose a 
tax probably of 2 per 
cent, on all 
newspaper, magazine, billboard, and 
other advertising. 
Other changes 
seriously contem­ 
plated are: 


Reduction of the total yield of the 
taxes provided to approximately $1,- 
000,000,000 and provision for rais­ 
ing the remaining $800,000,000 by 
additional issues of bonds. 
Increases in the tariff on speci­ 
fied classes of imported articles, in 
accordance 
with 
recommendations 
made by the new tariff board. 
The senate is to be the scene of a 
legislative battle of intensity 
over 
the war taxes. 
The measure passed 
by the house is decidedly unpopular 
and the senate is now the target of 
objections 
from all parts 
of the 
country—except the south—to 
the 
scheme of war financing devised by 
the southern democrats who control 
the house. 
It was learned that the senate fi­ 
nance committee has 
been particu­ 
larly 
impressed 
by the 
warnings 
that the heavy volume of taxes im­ 
posed by the house bill generally, 
and the excess profits tax particu­

The 
following 
directions 
for 
planting beans 
for 
winter use are 
prepared from an article on the sub­ 
ject of 
“Garden Culture of Beans” 
by Charles Henderson of a promin­ 
ent seed house in New York City. 
To be sure of a well ripened crop 
the seed should be 
planted 
in this 
vicinity by June 1st, and not later 
than June 20th. 
They are grown in 
the same manner as ordinary Bush 
beans, but should be only 
slightly 
hilled, as the pods are liable to rot 
if they touch the ground. They have 
little value as Snap Beans as 
the 
pods are tough. 
The seed should 
be planted in 
drills, which are made by stretching 
a line where the row is to be made, 
and hoeing out the soil to a depth 
of two inches, 
drawing the soil to 
one side of t|ie drill. 
Drop the seed 
liberally 
in the drills, 
then 
press 
them firmly into 
the soil with 
the 
flat of the foot, so that each seed is 
firmed in the soil. Then hoe back the 
soil into the drill, 
and firm 
it over 
the seed. 
The rows should be from two to 
two and one half feet apart, 
ac­ 
cording to the size of the 
variety. 
When the soil is very dry it is well 
to so vk the empty drill 
thoroughly 
and plant the seed while it is 
still 
wet- 
The dry soil should 
then be 
raked over the drill 
and 
pressed 
firmly in the 
seed. 
This 
insures 
quick germination and is the 
best 
method of soaking the seed. 
When thinning is necessary it may 


he done as soon as the second leaves 
develop, 
leaving the 
strong plants 
only four or fiva to the foot. A few 
days after, the soil should 
be hoed 
up to the plants, 
choosing 
a dry 
day, to minimize the danger 
from 
“rust.” 
The soil should be stirred 
lightly during the growing 
season, 
but not deep enough to disturb 
the 
roots, w’hich often 
he 
near 
the 
surface. This keeps down the weeds, 
admits air, and conserves moisture. 
In very hot weather a mulch 
of 
long manure or similar material laid 
close to the ro>v 
helps 
keep 
the 
roots cool, and will greatly prolong 
the bearing season. 
Plants should 
never be allow’ed to suffer from lack 
of water when 
flowering, 
or 
the 
flowers will fall before forming pods. 
A row 100 feet long will produce 
at least a peck of good dry 
beans, 
-which if cured 
as advised, will be 
vastly superior 
to those purchased 
in ^tores. 
The French gardeners 
have 
an 
excellent way of curing these Beans, 
which preserves the flavor excellent­ 
ly. 
Just as soon as the pods begin 
to w’ither, the whole plant is pulled 
up. 
They are tied in small bundles 
and ripened in the 
shade, choosing 
of course, an airy place. 
After the 
leaves have fallen 
and the 
seed is 
quite ripe, they are hung more close­ 
ly together and shelled as needed. 
The best varieties for this use are 
as follows: Boston Small pea, Bur­ 
lingame Medium, 
Large White Kid­ 
ney, Red Kidney and White Marrow*.

TAKES OFF GROSS SALES TAX 


Loss in Automobile Item Alone Will 


be $80,000,000—Would Put 


Tax on the Owner.

Washington, 
May 28.—The con- 


sumer will bear the burden under 'the 
government's 
great 
$1,800,000,000 


revenue 
bill if the senate 
finance 


committee pursues its present course. 


Under the committee's plan the 


manufacturer will be relieved of the 
taxes on gross sales which were in- 
cluded in the house measure and. the 
taxes placed on the purchaser as far 
as possible. 
This 
became evident 


j today, when the. committee took out 
of the bill the five per cent tax on 
automobile manufacturers. 


The action was taken because the 


committee does not approve of the 
principle of gross sales tax. 
This 


indicates that sale taxes on other 
manufacturers provided in the meas- 
ure—musical* instruments, 'motion 
picture films, jewelry, pleasure boats 
and other goods—will also be elim- 
inated. 


The logs in revenue resulting from 


the elimination of the automobile tax 
will reach $80,000,000. As a substi- 
tute for it there will be a license tax 
on the automobile owner. 


The committee today also struck 


out the tax on incomes ranging from 
ten per cent on those over $45,000 to 
45 per cent on those over $1,000,000. 


The tax of 16 per cent on'excess 


business profits wns modified so as 
to apply only to profits attributable 


to the commercial ~ demands created 
by the war. 


The house retroactive tax on in- 


comes for 1916 was eliminated. 


The increase of the postage i'ate 


on newspapers and other periodicals 
was eliminated and in lieu thereof 
the committee decided'to impose a 
tax probably of 2 per cent, on all 
newspaper, magazine, 'billboard, and 
other advertising. 


Other changes 
seriously contem- 


plated are: 


Reduction of the total yield of the 


taxes provided to approximately $1,- 
000,000,000 and provision for rais- 
ing the remaining $800,000,000 by 
additional issues of bonds. 


Increases in the tariff on speci- 


fied classes of imported articles, in 
accordance with recommendations 
made by the new tariff board. 


The senate is to be the scene of a 


legislative battle of intensity 
over 


the war taxes. The measure passed 
by the house is decidedly unpopular 
and the senate is now the target of 
objections from all parts of the 
country—except the south—to 
the 


scheme of war financing devised by 
;the southern democrats who control 
the house.

ent seed house in New York City. 


To be sure of a well ripened crop 


the seed should be planted in this 
vicinity, by June 1st, and not later, 
than. June 20th. They are grown in 
/the same manner^as ordinary Bush 
beans) but should be only 
slightly 


hilled, as. the pods are liable to rot, 
if they touch the ground. They have 
little value as Snap Beans as 
the 


pods arc tough. 


The seed should 
be planted in I 


drills, which are made by stretching 
a line where the row is to be made, 
and hoeing out the soil to a depth 
of twp inches, drawing the soil to 
one side of the drill. Drop the seed 
liberally in the drills, then press 
them firmly into the soil with 
the 


flat of the foot, so that each seed is 
firmed in the soil. Then-hoe back the 
soil into the drill, and firm it over 
the seed. 


The rows should be from two tp. 


two and one ha,lf feet apart, 
ae- 


'cording to the size of the 
variety.
